In order to get 
a shot at the king of beasts now it 
is necessary to go back into the 
country a considerable distance, 
where other hunters have not been 
too often seen. 

Hunting lions, as described by 
those who have tried It, is a fasci- 
nating sport. The elomont of dan- 
ger is largely imaginary, hut there 
is enough of the reality to add zest to 
the sport. Two methods are in 
vogue. The most common is to 
track the lions to their resting 
places and catch thorn while asleep. 

Lions hunt ataii^ht and rest in a 
oool, shady spot during the day. If 
the weather is cloudy and they are 
hungry they may stay out in the 
open a little longer, but, as a rule, 
they crawl into a jungle soon after 
sunrise and remain until night 
again makes travel comfortable for 
them. They can be soon worried 
into exhaustion when the sun is 
shining, and thoy endeavor to avoid 
exertion when the mercury is high. 

Tracking lions la described as en- 
ticingly exciting to the sportsm in. 
After striking the trail in the eurly 
morning and following it for some 
distance, the certainty of getling 
sight of the game keeps hunter and 
servants in a state of expectancy 
that is trying. At times, if the 
trail is fresh, tho lion may be lo- 
cated within a few minutes. 

At other times the beast may have 
gone miles, and the tracking will oc- 
cupy several hours. The character 
of the soil has much to do with the 
trailing, as On sandy ground the 
spoor is plain and may be followed 
as fa.^t as the hunter cares to walk, 
while on rocky soil the trail is often 
lost and the hunter must proceed 
with extreme caution. 

The other popular way of bagging 
the great game is to set a bait and 
stay awake at night, looking for the 
lions. A donkey or the carcass of 
a dead animal will serve as bait, and 
will attract the hungry attention of 
any stray lion that may pass. 

In a country whore there are 
many hyenas this method of hunt- 
ing lions is most satisfactory, as the 
cries of the hyenas will lure tho 
larger game from places miles away. 
Of course, moonlight nights are bat- 
ter for this form of hunting.

These deep cans ara skimmed in 
ono of two ways— oithor by a &M- 
ical skimmer from the surface orWr 
means of a faucotor valve at the 
bottom of the can, where the skim 
milk is drawn olT. In experiments 
at tho Indiana station, in com- 
paring these two methods of skim- 
ming, where the milk was skimmed 
from above thoro was an averuge 
loss about twice as great as in that 
skimmed by drawing off from be- 
low. During 15 days in February 
tho average loss from surfaco skim- 
ming was 34 per cent., while that 
skimmed-from below showed a loss 
of but .17 per rent. 

It is important that milk should 
be set only iu tin vessels of good 
quality. The cheap tin sold on five 
and ten-cent counters is so thin a 
wash that it is readily corroded to 
the under metal, which gives a ruin- 
ous flavor to the milk if it sours in 
the vessel at all. Where used for 
holding milk tho tin should be of 
XXX grade. This is more durable, 
stiffer and less affected by the acid 
in sour milk.

Along the edge 
of this pavement the ordinary street 
pavement began, made of large 
polygonal blocks of basaltic, lava. 
The paving blocks were in part 
wanting, as the ancient pavement 
was mostly destroyed' in 1882, when 
water conduits were put, in and the 
width of the pavwmont could, there- 
fore, not be ejfattHy determined, but 
it was followed to the width of ton 
meters. The space which surround 
ed the amphitheater . was limited 
legally to terminal cippi, or boun- 
dary stones, placed between the 
area of travertine and the pavement 
of the public street. Five or six of 
Ippi were preserved in their 
original position, on the eastern 
side of the monument, owing to the 
fact that they were incased in tho 
foundations of the ancient Church 
of S. Giacomo diColiseo, demolished 
in 1815. The cippi are of traver- 
ne, and terminate in a semicircle. 
Throughout this entire surrouud- 
g area of the Coliseum Christian 
tombs of different periods were dis- 
red. They are placed at va- 
levels, some being on a level of 
ancient road of the amphi- 
theater, others on a higher level, and 
a number as high as two meters 
from tho roadbed. It seems prob- 
able that the majority of these 
tombs were connected with the 
church which stood on this site, and 
of which no traces remain. These 
tombs are built of tiles and covered 
by caps; some of the tiles were 
stamped and came from ancient 
buildings which had been destroyed. 

One of the latest tombs, belong- 
ing to a group on the highest level, 
dates evidently from the seventh 
century, judging from an inscrip- 

engraved on a marble slab 
the front of tho tomb. This 
scriptlon closes with a formula of 
imprecation, menacing the violator 
of the tomb with the punishment of 
Judas, and this very imprecation is 
found in a number of inscripti 
the seventh century, with several 
changes in the wording 
earlier inscriptions of the fifth and 
sixth centuries the prayer that tho 
tomb be not violated is never fol- 
lowed by any imprecation. At the 
point where the large group of these 
tombs was found there was discov- 
ered, in tho foundations of the hole, 
a large rectangular mass of traver- 
tine, preserving a portion of its 
plaster coating, on which was c 
fragment of fresco belougiug to 
about the eighth century. The 
fresco represents two saints witt 
circular nimbus and robed iu ionfl 
tunics which are decorated with 
Greek crosses. Each figure holds 
his right hand raised to his breast: 
on the right holds a crown, 
the other an open book.

A SEA WANDERER. 

Vessel That Floated Over 6,OOQ 
Miles Before She Was Caught. 

One of the most remarkable 
derelicts in the history of modera 
navigation met not long ago the fat© 
which sooner or later overtakes 
these menaces to the shipping of the 
world. She was a first-class oak 
ship, guaranteed by her builders for 
15 years from the date of her com- 
pletion in 1890. 

She was engaged in the lumber 
trade, which in all probability fur- 
nishes more derelicts than all the 
other carrying trades put together. 
The lumber seems to give a certain 
buoyancy to the vessels and pre- 
vents them sinking, even when 
water-logged. The AlmaCummings, 
for that was her name, was wrecked 
in the early part of 1895, and had to 
be abandoned by her captain and 
crew. In the hope of preventing 
her being a source of danger to the 
other ships, the men set tire to her 
before they left her. The seas, how- 
ever, put out the flames when they 
reached the water line. 

When she was sighted, a couple of 
days after she had been fired, some 
of the lumber was still smouldering. 
It was this attracted notice to her. 
In the course of these 48 hours she 
had drifted some 60 miles. 

Two or three weeks later she was 
again encountered about 550 miles 
from the place where she had been 
wrecked, having drifted across 
the gulf stream. Continuing her 
course, she got into the regular 
"steamship lane," as it is called, 
and was off the banks of Newfound- 
land by the end of March, 1895, 
some six weeks after she had been 
abandoned. She had been drifted 
about 1,300 miles. 

During April aud May in the 
same year, she was occasionally 
seen on the southerly tack, and 
then nothing, was heard of her until 
March, 1896, when she was encount- 
ered by the captain of the British 
ship Ormiston, over 1,000 miles to 
the south of where she was seen in 
May, 1895. During this period of 
nine months and a half she covered 
apparently ubout 3,000 miles. In 
all probability, however, it was 
much greater, for she most likely 
became entangled in the weed of 
the Saragossa sea, and drifted about 
in it from side to side, instead of go- 
ing directly to the south. 

It has been calculated that during 
her wandering over the Atlantic, 
from Hit; place where she was 
abandoned to the island of the San 
Bias coast in the Caribbean sea, 
where she was b"ing picked to 
pieces by the Indians, she covered a 
distance of considerably over 6,000 
miles. In other words, she had 
traversed the distance between 
Liverpool and New York and back. 

The most wonderful thing is that 
although they are frequently passed 
by steamers, these derelicts seldom 
or nevef are run into, and, there- 
fore, causo no damage, although 
they are considered a mcnuco to the 
safety of the seas. — Cincinn.it t Ho-

Ten- 
nyson find his pipe ware inseparable 
friends. It was his steady companion 
from morning until evening, and the 
thicker the clouda of smoke would 
belch from it the fluster the inspiring 
thoughts came to the poet. And so it 
la with many other mental toilers. 

The first historical mention of to- 
bacco waa made by Columbus. When 
the great clUcovorer landed at the 
islands of the West Indies he and his 
crew saw with great astonishment how 
the natives smoked dried herbs. In his 
report he say a : "They are dried herbs, 
rolled in a broad, dried leaf; they look 
like the small muskets which Spanish 
children use on Pentecost. On one end 
they are lighted, and on the other end 
the people sucked and drank the smoke 
by inhalation. They get drunk from it, 
but it evidently prevents them from 
getting tired. They call these small 
muskets tabaeoe." Little did the in- 
vaders think at the time that 400 years 
later tobacco woidd rule the world, and 
that the production of the herb would 
amount to over 2,000,000,000 pounds 
yearly, at the value of hundreds of 
Hons of dollars. 

For a long time after its discovery to- 
bacco remained a stranger to the Eu- 
ropean nations. The Spanish settlers 
and adventurers in the new world 
customed themselves Boon, to the us* 
the herb, but the "barbarian custo 
did not make any notable progress. 
In the middle of the sixteenth century 
smoking sailors could be seen occasion- 
ally in European ports, but their ex- 
ample was not followed by the people 
in general. The cigars of that time 
were about the shape and size of 
candle. It was not the cigar, however, 
which was destined to conquer the old 
world, but the pipe. Only with the 
advent of the latter began, the victori 
ons march of the narcotic herb around 
the globe. 

In the course of time the Europeans 
in America became acquainted with 
various ways of smoking. The Aztecs 
In Mexico used peculiar pipes, about the 
nuura fact u re of which the Franciscan 
monk, Bernardino do Sahagun reports 
the following: "Those Indians who 
sell pipes for the inhalation of to- 
bacco smoke cut reeds and clean these 
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■ the Virginia pattern, but with the 
increasing popularity of the smoking 
t efforts were made to improve awl 
perfect the smoker's utensils, and many 
'ere the changes in style and material 
during the evolution of the rude Indian 
pipe to the perfect and artistic specl- 

the civilized countries cigar and 
cigarette smoking has during the last 
few decades largely crowded out the 
tobacco pipe, but (he by far larger ma- 
jority of smoking humanity nil over the 
globe still adheres to the pipe, which in 
many cases has become a national char- 
acteristic. 

The Turk loves the chibook, with 
Its red clny bowl, its long stem of 
weJchscl and its mouthpiece of amber, 
and frequently adorns it with gold and 
precious stones. In the farther orient, 
in Arabia, Persia and India, the water 
pipe or nargileh is in high favor. 

The Japanese smoke from metal 
pipes, which are frequently of the most 
exquisito workmanship, being inlaid 
with gold and silver. In the country of 
the mikado even young girls smoke 
dainty little pipes the size of a thimble, 
which have short brownish bamboo 
steins with metal mouthpieces. 

The Kirghese bore a side hole into a 
mutton bon«\ fill the narrow cavity 
with tobacco and smoke through this 
primitive apparatus. Very simple is 
a Siberian pipe, which consists of the 
hollowed root of a tree. Next to this 
another pipe of the same country made 
of roughly-carved wood and adorned 
with tin mountings looks like a work of 
art.

Thfii ha puts a glowing ember on 
and after inserting a tube through the 
sand to the pipe, he enjoys the smoke 
lying on his stomach. 

Few t hings can be said about the 
tive Australian smokers. They are not 
passionute smokers, and excepting the 
wooden spoompipe, with the stem of 
bird's hone of the New ZeaJanders, the 
pipe of the Papuans of Boon island, and 
the "baubau" of the. New Guinea tribes, 
one does not find interesting varieties. 
The "baubau" is a piece of bamboo 
more tltM a yard long, open on one end 
and having a side hole, like a flute, in it. 
A cigarette is put into the latter, the 
bamboo is filled with smoke by sucking 
at the end, and the smoke inhaled 
through the side hole after removing 
t he cigarette.

HOPKINSVILLE MARKET. 
Kggleton 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

Hopkinsville, Jan. 1, '97— "There is 
nothing that succeeds like success." 
We are glad to say to the many 
friends of the Hopkinsville Tobacco 
Market that we have just closed oue 
of the most successful business years 
the market has ever had, as will be 
shown by the receipts for the year, 
which are more than 50 per cent, 
larger than last year, and more than 
double those of '94. 

Hopkinsville being the natural mar- 
ket for the dark tobacco district, is 
pidly pushiug to the front. Owing 
to the very poor quality of the crop 
now in the barns and the shortage 
caused by the ravages of the worms 
the outlook for the coming year is not 
very flattering, either to the trade, or 
to the producers. However, we feel 
ired that Hopkinsville, with her 
seven wide awake warehouse firms, 
occupying as they are eleven good 
warehouse buildings, well equipped 
for handling business, with two com- 
peting lines of railway, with four 
bauks, representing J of a million 
banking capital, with a good board of 
buyers, with all the foreign and do 
meitic order business, is in a position 
to compete with auy other dark mar 

While the stock of tobacco held iD 
the Western markets is much largei 
thau a year ago it consists almost 
entirely of common and nondescript 
varieties of leaf and common lugs, 
there being but few really desirable 
hogsheads to be found. The crop of 
1896 is conceded by everybody to be 
the poorest ever grown. You will 
see there is but little encouragement 
to holders of common tobacco, while 
the fortunate owners of the better 
grades may reasonably expect a fair 
price. 

The gap between the good and the 
commou grades is continually wideu- 
g and the only way the farmers cau 
jpe lu realize anything for their 
ops [f to carefully sort their tobac- 
i, putting each class in the hogs 
sad to itself, and be very careful in 
izing and make the packages per 
t'ectly uniform, in color, lengths and 
Throw the trash leaves 
back ou the ground, which we think 
ltd be more profitable, a 
jly pay the expenses of shipping 
and selling, aud only seives to swell 
>cks of the world and thereby 
keep prices down. 
The mixed condition of the crop 
ill necessarily cause the inspection 
to be more rigid. 

The decline in common tobacco for 
the last four yeRrs has gone steadily 
and rapidly on. 

In '92 and '93 Spauish lugs sold 
readily at 4 to 5c. Now they 
slow sale at U 50 to 2 00, aud
